“In order'to understand clearly what has taken 
place%it must be borne in'mind that though the

spring ‘that the Chiness Government, bad any 
intbation of the composition ef the force. of the 
cost of its maintenance, of of the’ contents and 
scope of the undertaking entered ints by Mr. iay 
sith Captain Osborn; { roust call your lordsbip's 


attention to. the latter document, as thé refusal of 


the Chinese to ratify it has proved fatal to. the

"-Mr:Eay proceeded at once to urge on'thid Go- 
<vernment the necessity of conferring upon him- 
selfend ‘Captain Geborn: the authority ‘he had
